SOME BRIGHT COLORS. 

The fourth generation in *William 
Chandler’s line would furnish large 
volumes of romantic tales, but the most 
interesting are for the family eyes when 
names are to be called. There was 
nothing common-place about one of 
the whole tribe, and things were always 
“happening” to them.. There was 
military genius and a strong love of 
the sea continually cropping out, and 
most of them were generous and stood 
by the kin; that delightful gossip of 
the Chandler register showing glimpses 
of happy home life in great privation. 

Of *William’s children. ‘Josiah sends | 
‘Josiah to Bradford to keep the o’d inn 
at the ferry. In his daughter Betty’s 
family were the Jacob Abbott of the 
‘Rollo Books” and his brother John 
the historian. A granddaughter *Me- 
hitabel Chandler comes to the North 
Perish as the wife of Veacon Charles 
Foster. A grandson inthe line chose 
to go off to live with the Northern In- 
dians, probably a second Daniel Boone. 
‘Josiah had a brother Rev, Samuel 
Chandler whose diary contributes much 
of local interest. He was brought up 
to most orthodox doctrines in our South 
Church, became the successor of “Hand- 
kerchiel??’ Moody in York, Me., and 
finally settled in Gloucester for life. 
Hie life was one of care, for his wife 
was evidently obsessed with a contrary 
spirit, and he believed in family dis- 
cipline. His boys were full of pluck; 
one, a privateer, was taken by the 
French in 1757, and swam ashore from 
his prison ship at the Banks, and with 
his brother Sam, who was traveling 
abroad, got shut up in old Mill Prison 
in 1777. Grandson ‘Sam refused to 
bring his vessel round at Spain's orders 
in the West Indies, and wore a souvenir 
silver cover to a hole in his skull forever 
after.. Rev. Sam's diary says “Jonathan 
ie the first to go.’ His young brother 
died at Louisburg at 23. 

‘Captain David, another brother, mar- 
ried Mary Ballard and lived on Moses 
Abbott’s farm. He was a lieutenant at 
the Bunker Hill fight, and was stationed 
at Cambridge in the 16th Massachusetts, 
Col. Sargent, 1776, when David Howe, 
his mate, writes in his diary about the 
sale of the ‘‘new breeches he has just 
drawn from the stores,’? to Captain 
David; and how in a few days David 
was down with small-pax; how Mary 
Chandler gets across country at noon, 
and her David goes at one in early 
dawn. Then he winds up with the 
payment of the debt of thirteen shill- 
ings by brother Daniel, who was in the 
army with David’s little Josiah of four- 
teen. Poor Daniel went through the 
war, emigrated to Milford, saw his 
children well settled in life, came down 
to Amherst on a visit at seventy-four, 
and some heartless creditor put the old 
man in jail for debt, where he died di- 
rectly, broken-hearted. 

‘Josiah helped take Burgoyne, and 
became a Pomfret tanner up where his 
cousin, ‘John in *Joseph’s line, settled: 
They were all good farmers and carpen- 
ters. and John, in his old age, made 
rakes of such merit that the farmers all 
about laid in large stores against the 
time when the cunning hand should 
forget, which happened at eighty-two. 
His brother Joseph died at seventy-four 
after aday’s work. But this was the 
exception, most of the Chandlers going 
at middle life in consumption, in *Wil- 
iam’s line, perhaps, because they 
clung to*the sea-shore. Capt. David’s 
son ‘John lived on the hill at the And- 
over homestead, where there seems to 
have been two houses, as ‘Polly his sis- 
ter, who had married Daniel Foster of 
Reading, lived inone. Both men made 
shoes. John’s son-in-law Timothy Far- 
num, who married "Nancy, was a boss 
dyer at Marland’s Mills, and the grand- 
son John Farnum put the last bricks as 
masier mason into our Town House in 
1360. His daughter, Mrs. Darius Rich- 
ardson, still resides with us, while the 
descendants of Polly Chandler Foster 
include the families of George W., the 
lawyer, and the late William Henry 
Foster. 

Another Rev. Sam, brother of ‘Polly, 

reacher, clerk and traveller, flits in 
and out of Andover traditions between 
long years of silence, finally winding 
up dramatically with a letter to his 
mother from the frigate Chesapeake in 
1801, announcing his ‘‘fresh leaf” and 
departure for the Mediterranean and 
the Torkish lands. 

All this time that ‘Josiah’s folks are 
walking to and fro, ‘Philemon settles 
down on the present Hidden estate rear 
‘Josiah’s boys, and sends some of the 
overflow to Pembroke, where he had 
Narragansett rights, and leaves his 
Phillips Academy pasture and the 
Chandler bridge to ‘William, also a 
blacksmith like . those before him. 
*William, restless, departs for Albany, 
Me., only to disappear with consumption 
that ‘perhaps would have skipped him 
on Andover Hill. ‘Isaac buys the es- 
fate, while his uncle Philemon has taketi 
the Henry Hayward place, which re- 
mained a Chandler home until the Hay- 
wards bought it early in the century. 


‘Zechariah seems to have been crowd- 
ed out and went back to Roxbury, 
where he was doing very well, for he 
was able to buy of John Jones, in 1740, 
a £110 negro boy. The story of these 
Roxbury sojourners deserves a whole 
paper to itself. ‘They were all visitors 
to old Andover, and grandson John 
Loder came back to get a daughter of 
the Albany emigrant. They held Pem- 


broke land, and finally the Koxbury 


milkman starts for Bedford, secures the 
Patten girl, who succumbs to a propri- 
etor’s fascinations, buys the first ‘*Bil- 
ling’s Collection” in town for his music- 
loving boys of ten and twelve, and after 
many years of choir singing, tney get 
Thomas, a good democrat, into Con- 
gress from 1829 to 1833. He was six 
feet tall, worked in the field till eighty- 
eight, dying at ninety-six. Both of his 
sons try college life, and health fails 
one, buried in Cuban soil, brought back 
to coneecrated ground after long years. 
The John Goldsmiths of our West Par- 
ish are kin to these. 

At the Hidden home ‘Isaac sets up a 
mill somewhere, but goes early, leaving 
a small daughter, who was the mother 
of the Bond cracker baker of Wilming- 
tou. ‘Mary and her young husband, 
David Hidden, hold the beautiful es- 
tate with new neighbors. 

In *Thomas’s line comes the story of 
that gentle Uncle James, who brought 
up his niece of Andover, “‘the Rose of 
Rowley,” Rose Chandler, wife of Lieut. 
John Tenney of Haverhill. For fifty. 
eignt long years, in marked contrast to 
the life of his unbappy brother 
Rev. John of Billerica, was the record 
of this childless Rev. James Chandler 
and his wife Martha, read tothe Row- 
ley Church he guarded s0 well. How 
he raised fruit, as well as. nephews and 
nieces, and saved money for church 
libraries, and to pay his freed bondwom- 
an full wages for the Jong years she 
staid on after liberty was hers; how he 
left clotnes and gold to the poorest of 
his kin, his pew to Rose Tenny, all are 
in the Chandler notes. They had all 
gone — uncles, brothess and sisters, and 
sons who lived were on the frontier 
when Rose’s brother ‘Stephen drifted 
back with a son to do tailoring here in 
Andover. At seventy-six, in 1814, he 
joined the South Church im May, and 
died in the Almshouse in December, 
an old soldier, perhaps lying unmarked 
in a pauper’s grave.

Historic Days of the Olden Time. 


JUNE 17TH, JULY 4TH, JANUARY 8TH. 


As memory brings back the patriotic 
days of the past, each, in succession, 
brings to us memories of the sufferings, 
the trials, the hardships and the glori- 
ous deeds of Patriot-Fathers. 

The 17th of June has ever been a day 
of glorious memory to the writer of 
this, aside from the general. interest in- 
spired by the day, because of the per- 
sonal recollection and connection of 
one who fought at Bunker Hill and 
who bore the closer relationship of-an 
honored grand-sire, and from whose 
lips Loften have heard, when a boy, 
the story of Bunker Hill. And so as 
each recurring day, in time’s onward 
march, brings back to memory the suf- 
ferings and trials of our patriot-fathers 
ever through life these patnotic days 
have had especial observance. If pa- 
triotism be a virtue —as who shall 
doubt ? — then to commémorate deeds 
of valor, inciting to love of country, is 
commendable. 

The 8th of January, too, is a day 
to be remembered in American history. 
The battle of New Orleans fought on 
that day, 1815, taking into considera- 
tion the attendant circumstances and 
the immense odds against success, 
stands as a perpetual reminder of the 
valor and patriotism of other days. On 
that day the American Republic took 
firmer hold on people’s hearts —the 
perpetuity of American republican prin- 
ciples was established in the confidence 
of the people. The power of Great 
Britain once again met well-deserved 
disaster and ignominious defeat. Eng- 
land’s mighty hosts, fresh from the 
glories of European success, went down 
before the undiscip-ined forces hastily 
gathered from among the backwoods- 
men of the frontiers, marshalled by tle 
invincible hero of the battle, Andrew 
Jackson. All honor to his memory ! 
And. eo ended, the second attempt 
of Great Britain to eubjugate America. 

The War of 1812 was a repititon of 
acts perpetrated in the long seven years 


of the Revulution. Injustice and op- 
pression preceded both. The Treaty 
of ’83 diplomatically proclaimed peace, 
and stipulated that all military posts es- 
pecially on the frontiers should be giv- 
en up and the authority of the United 
States fully recognized. This was 
never done. With that. grasping sel- 
fishness of purpose, characteristic of 
British diplomacy, she persistently held 
what she had gained. Imprisonment 
of American seamen; capturing ships 
in time of peace; while British Emissa- 
ries sowing the seeds of discord and dis- 
affection through the land and playing 
into the hands traitors who loved Eng- 
land and a monarchical government 
better than republican principles which 
the War of the Revolution was fought 
to establish. 

It was an act of the highest courage 
for the men who controlled the desti- 
nies of the Republic to bid defiance to 
the autocratic power of Great Britain. 
The declaration of war agaiast England 
in 1812 was the second war for inde- 
pendece. Depredations on American 
commerce had continued from the clos- 
ing days of the Revolution dowr to 
1812, and the imprisoument of American 
seamen to the number of 3,000 — as of- 
ficial investigation showed — with the 
autocratic power of stopping, on the 
high seas, American ships by British 
men-of-war, mustering the crew, and 
taking thereupon any men they pleased, 
was the culminating act in a long series 
of wrongs and injustice. 

Fortunately for the rights of our cit- 
izens and the honor of the American 
name, the affairs of the Republic were 
in good hands. Patriotism was the 
controlling influence, and true states- 
manship governed all. The conduct of 
the war on the part of Great Britain 
was reprehensible in the highest degree. 
It was worked by acts of inhumanity as 
seen in the destruction of the defence- 
less young, and in the employment of 
hordes of merciless savages 

Along the Atlantic coast and on the 
Chesapeake, the invading army left in 
its track desolated homes, and the Cap- 
itol of the Nation met its fate in burn- 
ing buildings and the annihilation of 
all public archives,— nothing stayed 
their vengeful hands; even the public 
library was al! given to the flames; van- 
dal acts of desecration that consign the 
perpetrators thereof to lasting infamy. 
After which, having met disaster at 
other points on the frontier and on the 
lakes, on the seas and in many a hard- 
fought contest, in which the little 
American navy gained for itself impei- 
ishable renown, they withdrew to enter 
upon‘another plan of campaign seem- 
ingly promising better results, being 
none other than the invasion of Louis- 
iana, but recently acquired from France 
The population .being mainly French 
and Spanish, it was thought that they 
would readily yield. Andrew Jackson 
—all honor to his name — knowing 
that the-loss of New Orleans meant for 
the enemy control of all the western 
country and supremacy of British pow- 
er, hastened to its defense with the 
small force with which he had been 
fighting the Spamards and Irdians in- 
stigated to warfare by British intrigues, 
and appeared at New Orleans early in 
December, 1814, and had but little time 
for preparation. We owe to his indom- 
itable courage and patriotism the tri- 
umph of the hour. Had there been no 
Andrew Jackson to marshall the forces 


would have been no victory on that 
day. The destinies of this Republic 
would have been changed. 


A HISTORIC RECORD. 


I have before me two large volumes 
of closely written manuscript of inter- 
esting events of historic days just suc- 
ceeding the War of 1812. It is a daily 
journal of 1390 closely written pages, 
of a journey and voyage down the Ohio 
and the Mississippi in a small boat, and 
the writer has gathered an immense 
amount of information of the western 
conutry and its people. The writer, 
my_own father, was a close observer of 
men and evénts and a most faithful 
recorder of the same. 

The closing pages of the journal give 
a most accurate account of the battle 
of New Orleans. The history of the 
War of 1812, of which that battle was 
the crowning glory and safe-guard of 
American institutions, has been so

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CHEAP FODDER CUTTER. 


{he Device of an Ohio Farmer Which Er- 
pedites Labor and Saves Money. 

Farmers, as a rule, must economize. 
Hence every device that means a saving 
of money is welcome. This time the 
device is that of an ingenious Ohio man 
and it takes the form of a fodder cutter 
After giving the assurance that his fod- 


ECONOMICAL FODDER CUTTER. 
der cutter answers every purpose for 
which it was designed he furnished. the 
following illustrated description in a 
communication to the Ohio Farmer: 

The sketch, which explains itself, 
shows the cutting box I made to cut 
corn fodder, etc. _Four pieces of scan- 
tling 2 by 2 and 28 inches long make 
the frame or ends, .Two boards 14 inches 
wide and 4 feet long, placed as shown, 
make the box. This makes a box a little 
higher than an inary man’s knee. 
Place a bundle of fodder in the box, put 
your left knee on it, and with a Light- 
ning hay knife shear off the ends 
sticking over the box. Push the bundle 
along and repeat. Cut up to the band, 
then turn the. bundle around end for 
end, and go ahead again. 

For horses I cut 8 or 4 inches long 
and think it short enough. With a box 
like this I cut fodder for six horses and 
four cows last winter, feeding a bushel 
apiece at a feed. It took me abont five 
minutes to cut enough for one feed. 


Cape Cod Cranberry Bogs. , 

Ata farmers’ meeting in Boston ’& 
Cape Cod grower of cranberries told that 
analysis of the cranberry plant shows a 
large percentage of potash, whereas 
muck contains but little potash and 
much nitrogen. He said: 

Our muck gives a rank growth of 

vine. When too rank, we mow them off, 
getting new growth and stiffer roots, 
the usual results of pruning. Or we re- 
sand the meadows, which will renew 
the vines and kill out foul growth. We 
begin sanding by putting on only a few 
inches, adding more from year to year 
as the vines seem to need it. We run 
our ditches diagonally, slanting toward 
the flow of the main ditch, to avoid ob- 
struction at the month. In starting a 
bog we use a complete fertilizer. After 
the young cranberry slip is set a man 
makes a hole in the sand with his dib- 
ble about an inch from the plant, and 
another man goes along with a pail of 
fertilizer and a common clay pipe and 
puts a pipeful into each hole, covering 
it with his foot. The next year we scat- 
ter fertilizer broadcast about the plant. 
After that we use only wood ashes, these 
giving us potash and phosphoric acid. 
We have tried both carbonate of soda 
and nitrate of soda, but get best results 
from wood ashes. Our object in using 
fertilizer the first two years is to gét the 
plants to cover the ground as quickly as 
possible and thus shut out grass and 
fou) growth. A good crop is about a 
barrel to a square rod. 


Manuring 2 Meadow. | 

Both lime and ashes are excellent fer- 
tilizers for meadow lands, and may be 
mixed and distributed together either 
late in the fall or early in the spring. 
A dressing of 100 to 800 pounds of cot- 
tonseed meal: per acre would furnish 
nitrogen, which is likely to be deficient 
in all meadow lands. If a little alsike 
clover would not reduce the price of the 
hay, then scarify the meadow with a 
fine toothed harrow before distributing 
the lime and ashes, and sow one quart 
of alsike seed per acre. Then apply the 
fertilizers, reharrow and roll. Alsike 
cures light colored, and is not notice- 
able in the hay, and really improves its 
quality. In some localities great objec- 
tion ie made to clover of any kind in 
hay sold in the cities. In central New 
York timothy hay may be one-tenth 
alsike clover and yet no objections are 
made to it.—Country Gentleman.

Tobacco With Best Burning Quality. 

Tobacco with best burning quality is 
gtown on carbonate of potash as a fer- 
tilizer in Germany, next best on sul- 
phate of potash. In the Connecticut val- 
ley sulphate of potash gives better leaf 
than muriate, but cottonhull ashes best 
of all, evidently because they furnish 
the potash in form of carbonate, says 
The New England Homestead.

crease of old stock has a tendency to turn 
the demand more and more every week on 
to fresh stock. Current prices are 2 cents 
higher than last year at this time. 

The recent. snowstorms have been quite 
severe in the dairy sections of New Eng- 
land, and in some sections the tempera- 
ture for a week or two past has been very 
low... Tiis has chesked the flow of milk 
and the gathering of cream, and receipts 
are likely to be moderate for another 
week. ; 

Most of the creamery from. Maine and 
some from Vermont and New Hampshire 
showed cold weather defects, and this 
grade had to take a lower range. 

Receipts last week were 704,594 pounds. 
only 64,500 pounds more than the preced- 
ing week, and 60,000 pounds more. than 
the corresponding week last year. This 
week, so far, the receipts are about even 
with last year, and the indications arc 
that they will run along this week antil 
the close. 

The cold storage statement for last week 
was 106 tubs put in and 1604 tubs taken 
out, a net decrease of 1588 tubs. The stock 
on Saturday was 14,188 tubs, against 15,- | 
813 tubs the same time last year. The 
stock lust year did not at any time run 
under 15,000 tubs. 

A conservative estimate for our weekly 
consumption is 800,000 pounds, and uniil 
the receipts reach this amount no material 
decline in prices can be expected. On the 
other hand there is no probability of an 
advance at this time of year, so that the 
country should be satisfied if the market 
holds steady. 


No new features in the cheese market. 
Best northern fall continues to be taken 
in lots as wanted at 10 to 11 cents, and 
fair to good at 8 to9 cents. Buyers seem 
quite indifferent, and liberal concessions 
would be necessary to effect sales of lurge 
lots. 

The Montreal Trade Bulletin says that 
stocks of cheese in Canada are getting 
low, and most held in Montreal belong to 
English houses, {t has been an unprofita- 
ble season for both Canadian and English 
holders. 


Other Produce, 

Eggs are steady at 12 cents for best 
marks of Michigan and Indiana, and 11 
vents for other fresh western. Southern, 
11 to 1144 cents; eastern, 12 to 18 cents. 
Receipts continue liberal, but not greatly 
excessive. No stock in cold storage worth 
speaking about. 

The active season for grass seed is near 
&t hand, and orders are beginning to come 
in. Prices of clover are lower than last 
year and likely to advance soon.

Some of the citizens of North Ando- 
ver have expressed their regret that 
their town has not taken active and 
independent measures to celebrate the 
250th anniversary. They appreciate 
the courtesy of the Andover author- 
\ties in proposing, early in 1895, a cele- 
bration closely connected with the An- 
dover ceiebration, and making as near- 
ly a joint celebration as two separate 
towns covld provide. Failing that, 
they propose to assist the Andover 
committee by such individual efforts as 
may be possible. ‘There are many rea- 
sons why North Andover should cele- 
brate which are even stronger than 
those for the Andover celebration, and 
the only fact which is opposed is that 
the leyal existence of North Andover 
as a separate township is comparatively 
recent.

While some people who are not ac- 
quainted with the facts may, now when 
it is too late, blame Andover, and oth- 
ers who know that Andover did all 
that she could do, may blame North 
Andover officials, the facts really show 
that any blame at all must be charged 
entirely to errors in judgment by 
North Andover officials to whom the 
affair was intrusted.

Monday’s Fire on the Hill. 


, Just as the whistles and bells were an- 
nouncing the noon hour Monday, the fire 
bell chimed in giving the alarm for a 
brisk blaze in a small barn attached’ to 
the large double brick house next to the 
Phillips Academy grounds.

ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING. 


Geo. W. Chandler Elected Highway Sur- 
veyor. Other Business Done. 


Notwithstanding stormy weather, hard 
travelling, and other obstacles, there was 
a big crowd at the adjourned town meet 
ing Monday night. They came from all 
directions, on font, by cars, in sleighs, ‘in 
wagons and one party in a wood sled 
drawn by three horses. It is hard to re- 
member when so much iuterest has been 
manifested in special town meeting, but 
evidently it was all over the election of a 
highway surveyor, for a large number 
left after casting their vote. 

Geo. H. Poor called the meeting to or- 
der at 8 o’clock, and it was.at once voted 
to proceed to ballot for a highway sur: 
veyor.. Selectmen Boutwell being absent, 
M. A. Clement was appointed to assist 
the Selectmen as tellers. The voting 
started in with a rush and was steady un- 
til about 8.45. 

The result was announced later as fol- 

lows: 
George W. Chandler, 159 
Joseph T. Lovejoy, 135 
Thomas J. O’Brien, 48 
and Mr. Chandler was declared elected. 

While the counting was going on it was 
voted to take up Art. 26, calling for mis 
cellanedus business. It was voted to 
name the road leading from Village 
Street by the house of George Buchan 
and others Lincoln Street. Voted that 
the section of road running from Elm to 
Bartlet Streets, and know as Punchard 
Avenue, be called Whittier Street and 
that the short piece from Pundhard Avy- 
enue proper to Whittier Street be called 
Bartlet Street.

Crou- 
tons were served with these soups, and 
the general subject of soup makiug thor- 
oughly discussed 

The final success of the evening was a 
dish of escalloped eggs, and a taste of all 
these good things left everyone: longing 
for “more.”

Notwithstanding the fact that there 
is distributed throughout the city, and, 


small army of Spanish spies and Pin-

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GRAFTING FRUIT TREES. 


Quickest Method of Changing a Worthless 
Tree Into a Good One. 

Here is the Ohio Farmer’s plan for 
grafting worthless apple, peach and pear 
trees: 

The scions may be cut from the trees 
any time in March or April, and should 
be taken from the outer and upper 
branches of trees that are known to pro- 
duce only the very best. After cutting 
the sprouts, lay them in a cool, damp 
place, or tie in bundles. Label in al] 
cases, and cover the lower ends with 
soil. They may be kept any length of

time in good condition, or you may cut 
from one tree and graft into another the 
same day, until the buds are tou far ad- 
vanced. It is easier to work those which 
have been cut several days or weeks, as 
the buds are not so liable to be broken 
off in handling, or in waxing. 

Cherries should be cut and grafted” 
very early, pears next, then apples, and 
last plums. On a warm, pleasant day, 
any time between March 15 and May 15, 
the work may be done. Take your 
hatchet and saw, the former tocut away 
limbs that may be in the way, the lat- 
ter to saw off the stock or limbs which 
are to receive the scions. Hold the limb 
firmly with one hand, and with the oth- 
er saw off, being careful net to loosen 
the bark. Saw off all that you intend to 
graft in half a day before you quit. 
Next, with your knife and hatchet split 
the ends of the stocks for two or three 
inches, as in Fig. 1. Now take the 
sprouts and cut out a section from the 
center containing two or three buds, as 
in Fig. 2, and with a very sharp knife 
trim each side of the lower end for 
about one inch, as in Fig. 3. 

After preparing as many as you need 
to fill all the stubs, go to each and with 
hatchet or hammer drive the little iron 
‘wedge or chisel in the center of each 
sawed off stock, as in Fig. 4, far enough 
to allow end of the limb, and with the 
fingers bring a portion down over the 
split so as to cover it completely. The 
wax must be made so that it will ad- 
here to the wood. Otherwise it will be- 
come separated and allow the air to dry 
up the scion. 

Pears may be grown by grafting upon 
the apple, and vice versa, but neither, 
when thus grafted, will continue bear- 
ing for many years. Peach scions may 
be put into the wild plum and nice fruit 
raised, but the flavor is much changed. 
Pears, when put upon quince, give small 
trees, with fruit of very decided flavor. 
Fruit is very much changed in color, 
size and flavor by being grafted upon 
trees having fruit of different quality. 


The Goat Willow. 

Attention is called in Meehan’s 
Monthly to the goat willow. Following 
are some of the statements made con- 
cerning it: 

One of the most beautiful of spring 
flowering shrubs of comparatively large 
growth is the male form of the goat 
willow, Salix caprea. Before the frost 
is hardly gone the large ovate spikes of 
yellow anthers make a brilliant show. 
In addition to its good appearance it has 
a fragrance which is agreeable to most 
persons. The female form is far less 
handsome. What is known as the Kil- 
miarnock willow belongs to this species, 
this being the female form of the same 
species, which has assumed a weeping 
habit. This is almost destitute of fra- 
grance. Considering the great beauty of 
the male form, it is rather surprising 
that it is not more generally employed 
in ornamental gardening. The weeping 
variety of the female form is grafted on 
the male, and very often the 

dies away, leaving only the 
stock living, and it is chiefly from these 
stocks that the male;,pjante, occasionally 
seen, huve been distributed, for there 
has been very little demand for the male 
plant directly from American nurseries. 


Keeping Piants Free From Insects, 

Active means must be resorted to m 
the aphis will soon cover such plants as 
the pelargonium and the rose if not met 
with effective weapons. Fir tres oil soap 
is the best insecticide I have ever used 
in fighting this pest. It is sure death to 
the insect if it reaches it, and is harm- 
less to all plants if the infusion is made 
and applied according to the directions 
on the can. It is also very effective with 
mealy bug and acale. The red spider— 
which is the most destructive insect I 
have ever had trouble with—can only be 
conquered by the use of water in liberal 
quantities. It should be applied every 
day, and all over the plant. The spider 
locates himself on the underside of the 
leaves, and is dislodged only by forcible 


and repeated syringing. —Cor. American .

CURIOUS SPORT IN CUBA. 


Cruel Amusements With Ducks, Chickens 
and Bulls as the Victims. 

Cubans of the lower and middle 
classes indulge their sporting blood in 
pastimes which would not be tolerated 
in a country having a Society For the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

On fete days in the smaller towns and 
villages which can’t support a_ bul! 
fight a favorite sport is to hang a sleek 
fat duck by the feet by a wire or rope 
stretched between two trees or posts on 
the village plaza. The head of the duck 
hangs just out of reach of a man on 
horseback, and the ‘‘spost’’ consists in 
riding under the poor duck at full speed, 
grabbing it by the neck and pulling 
its head off. A duck’s neck will stretch 
a great deal, and it requires a firm hold 
and a determined jerk to yank off the 


prize. 

The duck frequently resists the efforts 
of half a dozen riders before purting 
with its head. The horsemen sometimes 
miss the duck entirely, lose their bal- 
ance and roll out of the saddle into the 
dust. This furnishes fun for everybody 
except the duck. 

The game may also be played on the 
water, in which case the line on which 
the duck hangs is stretched between the 
masts of two anchored boats, and row- 
boats are substituted for horses. 

In another country game a chicken is 
buried alive in the ground to the neck, 
its head alone being visible. The men 
who enter the game are blindfolded and 
armed with a machete, a long knife 
used in cutting cane. They are walked 


‘around in confusing circles for a few 


minutes and then released for an attack 
on the chicken’s head. The one who 
‘yates off the head clean in the fewest 
taumber of strokes wins the prize. 

In default of a bull fight the Cubans 
indulge in a bull baiting game on which 
money is wagered. A bull is released in 
an inclosure which is too small to give 
him much play and from which he can- 
not escape. Any one who wishes may 
enter a dog to fighfthe bull. The dog 
which succeeds in securing a neck or 
nose hold ca the bull and brings him to 
the ground wins the game. From half a 
dozen to 15 dogs are often entered 
against one bull and their owners bet 
large sums on their candidates. Al- 
though all the dogs worry and fight the 
bull, and consequently all are respon- 
sible for his ultimate overthrow, yet 
only the dog which actually brings him 
to earth is the winner.—St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. 


The Expansion of Ice. 

Ice never bursts from freezing. As 
soon as the liquid of which it is com- 
posed is frozen solid expansion ceases. 
The cracking or bursting of ice is 
brought about in this way: When water 
is subjected to extreme cold, ice crystals 
will gradually form on its surface until 
the same are covered with a thin coat of 
what appears to be wet snow. From 
this outer coating of ice crystals all sub- 
sequent freezing goes downward, the 
ice thickening according to the degree 
of cold. The water which is being con- 


verted into ice now begins to expand, | - 


creating a pressure upon the unfrozen 
water below. This pressure is both 
downward and outward, and in case the 
water under observation is in a vessel 
the sides and bottom of the receptacle 
supply the resistance. 

As the freezing process continues the 
pressure upon the confined water and air 
in the interior of the bulk increases un- 
til something yields. If the vessel be 
stronger than the ice stratum that has 
formed over the surface, the layer of ice 
will be bent upward at the center, that 
being the weakest point, on account of 
the fact that the outer edges of the con- 
gealed mass are frozen fast to the sides 
of the vessel in which the experiment is 
being made. In this condition the center 
of the ice continues to rise or ‘‘bulge’’ 
until it bursts from resistance of the 
water below. Could the vessel be tap- 
ped from below and the water drawn 
off, no amount of freezing would be 
sufficient to crack or bulge the ice layer 
on the surface. —St. Louis Republic.

MANY ODD REMEDIES. 


MAN OIL, ANT SPIRITS AND OTHE! 
CURIOUS THINGS USED. 

Those Who Use Them Firmly Believe I: 
Their Virtues—Drug Clerks Supply th: 
Demand by Giving Harmless Substitutes 
and Charging Fancy Prices. 


‘Aye want dees filled wit’ man oil.” 

With this the speaker, 1 rawboned, 
stolid looking Swede, handed a dirty, 
two ounce vial across the counter of a 
Division street drug store to the clerk. 
Without saying a word or moving a 
muscle to indicate astonishinent at this 
singular request the clerk took the via] 


and disappeared behind the prescription | 


case. -In a moment he reappeared, and, 
handing the vial back, remarked in an 
indifferent tone: 

“‘Ninety cents. ’’ 

Being asked to %11 something about 
the traffic in the fat of human beings 
the clerk grinned. 

**I gave the fellow two ounces of sim- 
ple cerate and charged a fancy price to 
impress him with the genuineness of the 
‘man fat,’’’ said he. ‘‘I see no harm in 
the deception. The fellow has unbound- 
ed faith in the virtues of man oil, and he 
wouldn’t be happy until he believed he 
had some. If I didn’t sell him some, he 
would find a druggist who would. The 
simple cerate will do him just as much 
good as man oil. We often have calls for 
remedies as absurd as this. We always 
fill them—out of the simple cerate bot- 
tle if it be an oi], or some other harm- 
less drug if it be something else. ’’ 

Investigation disclosed the fact that 
the various portions of the city have their 
peculiarities in beliefs as to the efficacy 
of various unusual remedies. In the 
Swedish settlements man oi] is believed 
to have marvelous virtues in aches and 
pains when applied externally. Over in 
the stockyards region and iu the south- 
west portion of the city dog’s grease is 
held in high repute as a specific for con- 
eumption. The men in charge at the dog 
pound declare a great many of the dogs 
that come to an untimely end in the 
death chamber there are converted into 
a superior article of cod liver oil for the 
use of consumptives. They declare that 
a number of ‘‘doctors’’ regularly visit 
the pound and select nice, fat dogs, 
which are slaughtered by the attendants, 
to be rendered into oil for the alleged 
physicians’ patients. Not only this, but 
the patients themselves often send rela- 
tives or friends to the pound to get dogs 
for this purpose. Usually the attendants 
kill and dress the dogs, receiving a 
small fee for their trouble. Sometimes 
the dogs are taken away to be killed. 
One dealer said he usually got from half 
a gallon to a gallon of oil from a dog; 
that the grease resembled lard oil in ap- 
pearance; that the oil had no disagree- 
able odor if the dog was young; that 
the dose was a tablespoonful three times 
aday. An interesting feature brought 
out was that after a person had once used 
dog’s grease other remedies would have 
no effect whatever on him. 

Out on Milwaukee avenue rainworm 
oil and ant spirits are held in high re 
pute. The druggists have frequent calls 
for these remedies and they always fill 
the prescriptions, the former out of the 
olive oi] bottle and the latter with alcohol 
slightly colored. The Germans believe 


. both remedies are valuable for external 


use for all sorts of aches and pains, in- 
cluding rheumatism. The ant spirits are 
also taken internally. In a standard 
German pharmacopceia, Dr. H. Hager, in 
the edition for 1876, gives aformula for 
making the ant spirits. The directiona 
given are to take ten parts of ants to twa 
parts of alcohol. The ingredients are to 
be rubbed in a mortar and left to stand 
for two days. The resulting colorless 
liquid ia then ready for use for rheuma- 
tism, paralysis and the like. 

Snake oi) is regularly quoted in some 
drug price lists. A man named Schuh 
at Cairo, Ils., is engaged in its manu- 
facture. John Jones of Phenix, A. T., 
devotes his entire time to the manufac- 
ture of rattlesnake oil, for which he 
gets $4 pound, the purchaser to pay 
express charges. Snake oil is reputed to 
be valuable for rheumatism. He comes 
to the city occasionally to work up 
trade. 

Skunk oil is in considerable demand, 
also for rhenmatism. _ The skunk oil is 
obtained from ‘the* skunk farms, where 
the animals. are - bred for their skins. 
Belief in these remedies is often found 
among American born people. 

In all parts of the city there is a 
good trade in ‘‘love powders,’’ the pur- 
chasers usually being of the servant girl 
class. 


‘“*When a girl comes in after ‘love 
powders,’ ’’ said a drug clerk on North 
State street who often has occasion to 
fill such orders, ‘‘I give her a little sug- 
ar of milk, which is absolutely innocu- 
ous, if she wants it for herself, and tell 
her to take two doses a day. If she 
wants it for her ‘fellow,’ she usually 
asks for the magic drug in the shape of 
candy. In that caseI give her some 
worm lozenges. The drugs must give 
satisfaction, for the orders are fre- 
quently refilled. ’’—Chicago Tribune. 


Genesis of Cotton In America, 

The first planting of cotton seed in the 
colonies was in the Carolinas in the 
year 1621, when seeds were planted as 
an experiment ina garden. Winthrop 
says that in 1643 ‘‘men fell to the 
manufacture of cotton, whereof we have 
great storea from Barbados.’’ In 1736 it 
was cultivated in the gardens along 
Chesapeake bay, especially in the vi- 
cinity of Baltimore, and at the open- 
ing of the Revolution it was a garden 
plant in New Jersey and New York, 
but its real value seems to have been al- 
most unknown to the planters up to 
about 110 years ago.—St. Lonis Re- 
public.

Once More Used In an Attempt 
to Be Funny. 


“Norton’s Pride” Daubed on Fogg Art 
Museum--Live Rats In « Classroom 
Added to @ Day's “Entertainment.” 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 18.—The_ col- 
lege yard at Harvard has again been the 
scene of a midnight visitation of practical 
jokers. Students yesterday morning dis 
covered on the rear of the Fogg Art mu- 
seum, dnubed on the sandstone wa. with 
red paint, the words: ‘Norton’s Pride.” 
The red paint has been readily soaked up 
by the soft stone, and the oil, and even the 
color, have sunk in so deep that acutting of 
the stone will be necessary. Professor 
Norton's outspoken criticism of the build- 
ing was the reason for the words ‘Nor- 
ton’s Pride.” 

The college authorities have no more of 
aclewin the present case than formerly, 
when the Louisburg cross was torn down, 
old Massachusetts fired with red light 
and bombs exploded in the class room and 
dormitory. ‘The present attempt at a 
joke is more purposeless than any which 
preceded, and, if the guilty ones are dis- 
covered, they will find the quality of 
mercy strained. 

Not since the time when the much- 
revered statue of John Harvard was 
daubed with crimson to celebrate the base- 
ball victory of 1891 has the student com- 
munity been guilty of such an act as the 
present disfiguring of the museum. On 
the former occasion, too, the excess of 
spirits manifested itself in the frank, if 
not commendable, sentiment, ‘to h—— 
with Yale,” which was carefully spelled 
out on the steps of Memorial hall. 

In the present instance, however, the 
sentiment strikes no such responsive chord 
in the student breast as did that previous 
inscription, and the work is done at a time 
when no great victory serves to palliate 
the act. 

The Fogg Art museum has never been a 
popular favorite since its unsightly pro- 
portions first jarred upon the artistic 
sense of Professor Norton and his’ class in 
free arts. ‘The low semi-circular rear 
sestion has been ridiculed in the college 
periodicals, and the buiiding was dubbed 
the 


“College Gas Factory” 
in the ivy oration of last June. It is on 
this circular wall that the inscription was 
painted. 

Professor Norton has been particularly 
outspoken in his criticism of the building, 
and this is the reason for the words ‘‘Nor- 
ton’s pride.” ‘The students are a unit in 
condemning the act, and this gives ground 
for the belief that the perpetrators may be 
discovered. 

The theory that this is another adven- 
ture of the old ‘Med Fac society” revived 
is strengthened by the fact that this—as 
several previous efforts—was achieved on 
Monday night, the evening when the med- 
ical faculty in early times used to hold its 
meeting and when the original Med Fac 
society used to hold its midnight orgies. 

. Rats! : 

The disfiguring of the exterior of the 
museum was accompanied by a demon- 
stration in recitation in fine arts yesterday 
morning. 

A bag containing live rats was placed in 
one of the seats and was opened by one of 
the students when the recitation began. 
Another rat was discovered in the magic 
lantern used in iliustrating the lectures. 

The recitation developed into a farce 
until the innocent cause of the trouble had 
been captured and quiet thus restored. 


Without a Leader. 

SANFORD, Me., March 16.—The death of 
Elder John Bell Vance, at the age of 7%, 
leaves Shaker societies of Maine without 
aleader. His father, Shubael B. Vance, 
joined the limited Society of Shakers at 
Alfred, Sept. 14, 1838. At the age of 20, 
the deceased was appointed an elder in the 
novitiate order. Since Jan, 1, 187%, he has 
“had charge of the financial affairs of the 
society. His mantle will fall on Associate 
Elder Henry Green. 


Prospect of a Shutdown. 

WALTHAM, Mass., March 19.—While the 
strike situation among the girls at the 
Waltham watch factory is improved by 
desertions from the strikers, it is now 
stated that the increasing depression in 
the watch trade makes possible a shut- 
down of the factory, affecting 2500 em- 
ployes, in the near future.

MRS. SARAH PEABODY FOSTER. 


The noon hour of Friday marked the 
death of Mrs. Sarah A. Foster at the 
home on Pond Street, widow of the late 
John Plummer Foster, who will be re= 
called as the most deeply interested local 
agriculturist of his time. Heart trouble 
of not more than a week in duration, and 
which assumed a serious phase only the 
hight previous, caused her death. 

Mrs. Foster was the daughter of Ben- 
jamin Peabody of Boxford, and Rachel 
Hunting of Boston, and although the 
staté capitol was the place of ber birth, 
Feb. 13, 1818, after a comparitively short 
time, Boxford became the place of family 
residence and was her home until Dec. 9, 
1845, when she was married to John Plum- 
mer Foster, a native of this town, by Rev 
Dr. Eaton of Boxford Parish Congrega. 
tional Church, a warm friend of the family 
until his death. 

Immediately after their marriage, the 
Foster farm just East of Lake Cochiche- 
wick became the home over which she 
has presided more than fifty years. Mrs- 
Foster was distinctively a home woman, 
disposed to be quietly social, genial and 
cheerful. Kindness, courage and perse- 
verance were attributes of her character 
and the sunshine of her nature shone 
abroad in her home, It was the rule of 
her life to live for others, aud the sweet- 
ness of her character in this respect will 
be a rich treasure ever present in the 
memory of her children. With her, the 
family ties were very strong, and in after 
years when the duties of life had sum- 
moned one or another of the children 
from her side, the holiday or vacation 
time which-would announce the home 
coming of the absent ones, was ever a 
season of delight to the mother.
